“Aor will theA@ Regulating theAffize, inflitt 


any Punifhment upon them —— And if I 
knew any Way to diftinguifh fuch, from 
the reft, and leave them free of any Hard- 
fhips this A& brings upon them, I would 
readily do it. 

Let no Man therefore miftake me, as if I 
was Trampling down the whole Trade , or 
pulling the Mob upon the Bakers in gene- 
ral, to force thein to Trade, totheir ma- 
nifeft undcipg I fhall therefore clear 
up the Cafe as1 go, and iff injure any 
Man, J fhall readily make it ouc that it is 
not my Intention, and fhall ftate any Com- 
plaiac they can make, if they pleafe to give 
me the particulars, fo as totake away ei- 
ther the Caufe, or clear up the Miftake. 


That. 
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That the Bakers in General (With due 
Allowance to the Honeft ones above) have 
been in amanner Uolimitted, and Unin- 
{pe@ed, and have from thence taken a Li- 
berty, efpecialy inthe Out-parc. of this 
Cicy, and in the Countries, to Impofe up- 
onthe People, both in the Price, and in 
the Weight of ‘their Bread-—— This I 

refume wil not be Difputed ; if iris, I 
thal enter into the Demonftration of it 
when they pleafe. 

This, as it was the Occafion of this late 
A&, fo it clears up the necefiry of a Law 
in general, fora Regulation of the Afhze 
of Bread The Parliameat hove 
from the very begianiog of this heavy ex- 
penfive War, fhewn a great Tendernefs, 
and a conftant regard to the Poor —— 
And all the offers ac GenerabExcifes, Stock 
upon Land, &c. have been Oppofed, pure- 
ly on the Account of {paring the Poor -—— 
Neceffaries of Life therefure have never 
been Tax’d, fuch as Corn, Cattle, F.fh, 
Flefh, Cloaths, and the like ; what ever 
Impofts lie en out Trade, Wine, Als, 
Spiri’s, Salt, Coal, Candles, Se. Yet che 
Abfolutley Neceffary pare of Life, on which 
the Poor do Subfift, and without which they 
cannotlive, thefe have been free; vou have 
ao Gabélls on your Corn, no Tax-Gath-r- 
ers appear in your Markets — 
your Neighbours pay fumeching to the Ga- 
veroment for every Banch of Turnep rhey 
Bat——— And all this is our concern for 
the Poor. 

Buc this Coacern woud be very im- 
perfeQ, aod the Poor reap no-part of the 
Benefir, if at chefame time, thac no Tax 
is laid vpoa them by th: Govcroment, 
they thal have an Impofition fore’d upon 
them by the Baker , Equivalent to a Tax 
wpoo Bread. 

- Thcte thiogs! think, are a fal D:fence 
of the thing now ccm lain’d of, and a pro. f 
ot che Neceflity ot makiog a General Re- 
gulation of the Aifize of Bread 
And I perGade my [eif, no Body will Ob. 
ject againtt it——— But | am broughe by 
this, toa new Argumet io behalt of the 
Bakers, (Viz.) That let the making @ Regu- 
lasion be neceflary or not, the Difpute is 
noc there, buc againft the Terms of the

Regulation now Fix'ds which being (et- 
tled upon the Foot of Antient Calculati- 
ons, when the People ufed another kind of 
Bread, thao they do now—— The Bakers 
Bona Fide cannot comply with ir, without 
manifcft Lof,, and confequently Ruia to 
their Trade. 

I fhould be fayiag nothing to the pur- 
pofe, if I fhould fay the Bakers ought to 
be compell’d to Bake to their Lofs , for 
that would be to make Law Deftru@ive 
to the Thing it is defign’d to preferve, 
and be bringing the Bakers foon toa Con- 
dition not to bake at all; which is not the 
End —— But, fay the Bakers The 
Aa has fetcled three forts of Bread, White, 
Wheaten, and Houfhold The two 
fir they cao comply with, but the lait 
they cannot 3. and the Reafon afligned is, 
Becaufe this A& being Founded upon fore 
mer Affizes, (Viz.) Sach as were ia ufe in 
the Days of Henry VIII, and that kind of 
Bread being quite differing, that is J ju-pofe 
fir Coarfer, than is now called Houlhold 
Bread, they canoot make it pf che fame 
Weight — This is really a juft wa. of 
Arguing, aod fo far the Bakers are in ihe 
Righe. 

Buc to come to rhe Point 3 This no way 
juRifies the warm Re‘olutions of the Bikers, 
pot to bake at all—-which tended in irfelf 
to Mob and Contufion But might 
end in thi, that the White, and the 
Whearen, which they owntrey can Com- 
ply with, might be baked, and che Hou- 
fhold Bread, if ic moft be of fucha Weight. 
might be let alone, and tke fame kind of 
Brown Bread biked, which the People fore 
meily were fatisfied with, and which they 
can afford, , 

In doing this, there had been no Injury 
dose to any Body, fur the Poor had not 
beeo without @read, the Boker: hid a fuffi- 
cient Argument to defend them(clves, a- 
gainft any fuggefted Fraud, by demonfira- 
ting, that they could not do otherwite — 
They that would oot Eet the Course 
Bread, righe have the Fine Wheaten, or 
White if they pleafed; and they that would 
neither have one or o:her, might bake 
for themfelves.

I do not at all (ee that any part of the 
A&@,. forbids the Bakers making Courfe 
Bread, for that which we call Houfhold 
Bread, tho’ it is baked for the common 
ufe in London, yet in other Parts of Eng- 
land, the poorer People eat much browner 
Bread; nor fhall I be ever one of thofe that 
will Complain, if they do fo here, efpecially 
if they have the more for their Money 3 


\befides we are to confider, this Affize of 


Bread i: rot ftated for London only, but for 
the Country alfo, and for Nourth-Brittain 
tor, and the Poor are to be confider’d in 
other Parts, as well as here. 

Tt may be anfwer'd, that by the Affize, 
no Brown Bread is to be made, and to make 
all White, or Wheaten, would both Con- 
fume too great a Quantity of Corn, ina 
Time of Scarcity, and alfo raife the Price 
toohigh, forthe Poor to comply with; but 
to this! Anfwer, (1) Ido not fee burt by 
the AQ, the Bakers may bake brown Bread, 
that is, that they are not probibited; if 
there be No Affize ftated for it, that does 
not amount to a prohibition, and others 
agree with me in this Opinion; nay, fome 
Bakers are of this Mind, and have already 
If then the 
General Baking the White and Wheaten, 


fhal rife the Fine Bread, it will glue the” 


Market with the Coarfe or Ordinary, and 
cenfeq:ently lower the Price of that, and 
this will both accrue to the Baker, and alfo 
to the Poor No Man will ever com- 
plain of ic as a National Grievance, that 
the Fine Bicad is Dear, if the Ordinary is 
Cheap : We fhall never go Niked for the 
Dearncfs of Silk, if our Wool be bus Cheap ; 
we fhall nevercry out of Famine for want 
of White Bread The Complaint 
is, The Poor, ic is the Poor have been Im- 
pos'd upon, and Jnjar’d by the Bakers, and 
it is the Poor this Law is made to re- 
lieve. 

The Care of ovr Legiflators is evident 
to poistat this, in that the Bakers have 
Litituds enough left them, inthe White, 
and Wheaten Bread; it is only the Ordi- 
Rary or Houhold Bread, that pinches them, 
and in this, as I faid above, if they cannot

Coarfer kind, give ita propottion’d Ho- 
neft Weight, and if the Poor will makea 
Noife for want of White Bread, every Body 
will be on the Bakers Sides: But to fay 
they will not bake at all, favour’d of a 
Temper, not at all fuitable to the prefent 
Time, and could aim at nothing but make- 
ing a General Confufion among’ the Peo- 
pie. 

And what could the People dg?———~ It 
is impoflible to repeal any part of.the A@, 
but by the Parliament that madeit; and aN 
they necd to ask of the Parliament, if it 
were come, is, to add an Affize for brown 
Bread, fuch as the Bakers can comply with, 
and fuch as in concert withthem, may be 
equally ftated And then it the Hou- 
fhold Bread-cannot be afforded, the Poor 
will yet be fapply’d with good and whole- 
fome Bread and Cheap, tho’ not quite fo 


’ Fine as before. 


Alfo I may give them a hint, that bron 
Bred being thus Bak’d and Sold, will be 


‘fome help to the Bakers, to reduce the 


Difadvantage of the Houfhold Sort, and 
fet one (ort againft another, make them 
able to afford the Midling fore, as well io 
its proportion, as they can the Fine and the 
Coarfe. 


My Defign in this Paper, is not atall to 
opprefs the Bakers, or excite the People a- 
gainft them; and #Gentleman who kas 
fent me a long Letter on that Head, tho” 
without 4 Name, miftakes me very much, 
and I think Wrongs me too, in fuggefting 
it— But she End ss this, to bring things to 
a clear Light, and fate matters fo be- 
tween the Poor, and the Bakers, that the 
one may not be Ivjur’d by che other ; and 
this] thinkis a neceflary Work. [ am ine 
form’d her Majefty has fignified her Plea- 
fure to the Magiftrates, that the Bakers 
fhould go on afew Days, till the Experi- 
ment may be made, and an Account of 
things laid before the Guvernment -—~ 
And I think had the Magiftrates done 
their Duty, this Experiment might have 
been made before, and things not fuffer'd 
torun to the laft Day; as if Tumules and
